HE Government's Clean Air Bill has gone to the 
House of Lords. 
he bill was considerably improved in the Committee 
stage in the Commons and, as Mr. Arnold Marsh, 
O.B.E., Director of the National Smoke Abatement 
Society said recently at a meeting of the West Midlands 
Division of the Society, “. . . is as good a measure as 
we can expect to get at the present stage of public 
opinion.” 
The 1955 Annual Report of the National Smoke 
Abatement Society who have been principle supporters 


of the bill, expresses thanks to Mr. Gerald Nabarro 
for using the opportunity given to him by the ballot 
for Private Members’ Bills for introducing earlier in 


that year his bill on clean air. It will be recalled that 
this was the measure which was withdrawn during the 
course of its second reading debate after the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government had given an under- 
taking that the Government would prepare and intro- 
duce a clean air bill of its own. 

One of the amendments which the Government has 
accepted and included in their Bill is a proposal to set 
up as a statutory body, the Clean Air Council. This 
it appears will be a consultative committee under the 
chairmanship of the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government whose job it will be to review progress 
and obtain advice about the carrying out of the clean 
air policy. The consultative committee might well be a 
help to local authorities upon whom so much of the 
burden of responsibility for smoke prevention falls. 

There is evidence enough of the interest taken in the 
matter of clean air by local authorities many of whom 
it appears are determined to make good use of the Act. 
Yast year smokeless zones came into operation in 
Salford, Bradford and—of special interest—in the City 
of London; where the whole City area is covered by 
the zone. Plans for smokeless zones in other cities were 
announced during the year, and approval by the

Minister of Housing and Local Government was given 
for the first two zones in Birmingham. 

The number of local authorities who are now mem- 
bers of the National Smoke Abatement Society exceed 
500. But there are many other authorities who still 
have little or no interest in the matter of cleaner air 
or who have insufficient staff to do the work which 
needs to be done. 

Generally speaking more money will have to be spent 
by local authorities in order to administer the new act 
to the best advantage. It should not be difficult to 
reconcile this with the call to reduce Government ex- 
penditure when the enormous cost to the country of 
air pollution is borne in mind. 


ARCHITECTS” BENEVOLENT 
SOCIETY 


The Council of the Architects’ Benevolent Society 
submitted its hundred and sixth annual report dealing 
with its work during the past year, as we went to press. 

The draft report states that there are signs of a grow- 
ing interest in the Society’s work and that more support 
has come from the profession—much of which is due 
to the active help of those Allied Societies who 
organised functions in aid of the Society. 

One hundred and twenty-one cases were helped in 
1955, nineteen of whom were applying for the first 
time. 

It is good news that the Society is furthering its 
position; but not so encouraging that support, however 
gratefully received, is not nearly enough “to allow them 
to give as much help as is needed in some cases” stated 
in the draft report’s conclusion. We hope that, with 
the added interest and responsibility of Mr. Clifford 
Culpin and Partner’s scheme for the Old Peoples’ 
Homes, this year will turn out to be a particularly 
prosperous one for the Society. 

Let all architects help to make it so. 
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BVENTS AND COMMENTS 


A.B.S. COMPETITION 


I like Clifford Culpin’s scheme very much and feel like 
asking to be put on the A.B.S. waiting list. His houses 
have a distinctly Danish flavour but are none the worse 
for that. Tony Sergeant’s perspective which was shown 
at the exhibition at the B.C. was a very good drawing. 

There were quite a number of good steady designs 
among the also-rans but there were far too many really 
bad ones particularly several by Fellows of the R.I.B.A. 
I suppose that the scarcity of well known names among 
young and old can be taken as a sign that their owners 
are too busy to take on a competition. Others were, 
perhaps, frightened off by the sensible conservatively 
worded conditions. 

THE DESIGN CENTRE 

By the time you read this the Co.I.D.’s_ shop 
window in the Haymarket will be open to the public. 
It is a very slap up affair and must have cost a fortune. 
The space available has been extremely well used and 
although the exhibits are in fact tightly packed together 
the ingenious grid servicing and display units designed 
by the brothers Nicholson manages to give each section, 
however small, a sense of space and composition. In 
spite of the amount of horizontal and vertical framing, 
which is echoed in the panelled ceiling, the display 
never hides the objects on exhibition and I cannot say 
fairer than that. The colours used for backgrounds are 
the sombre tones of the R.C.A.-Casson school and serve 
admirably as a foil to the bright colours of the various 
exhibits. 

In an hour’s inspection I saw nothing which imitated 
and found little to criticise. I do think, however, that 
the Co.1.D. is going to find it very difficult indeed to keep 
the place clean. Some of the surfaces are of the type 
which will soon be grubby and cannot be cleaned by 
ordinary household methods. The second problem is 
no criticism but I wonder very much how large scale 
shop-lifting is going to be checked. Supervision of such 
a tightly packed area will be very difficult, and 
expensive in staff. 

On the whole the goods shown make one proud of 
British manufacturers. There is something of pretty 
well everything from motor cycles to doorknobs and 
from teapots to accounting machines. I feel sure that 
the plan will be a boon to trade buyers and a power- 
ful influence on the public if only they can be per- 
suaded to visit it. 

Congratulations to the Nicholson brothers for their 
interior design and the gun-metal anodised aluminium 
racking, to Ward & Austin for their curtain wall shop- 
front and to the architects’ department of the M. o. W. 
for the premises. I temper my congratulations to Ward 
& Austin with doubts about the non-reflecting windows. 
The ability to see in from outside is there without 
question but the dirt and rubbish collecting space 
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behind the stall board is always a problem and awaits 
solution. 

The very smart and shining set-up of the Design 
Centre is an admirable addition to our permanent exhi- 
bitions. Its appearance will undoubtedly make the 
others look to their laurels. 


KENWOOD 

You may remember that some time ago, I think it 
was when Kenwood was re-opened after the war, the 
L.C.C. appeared to be giving greater prominence to the 
Iveagh Bequest than to the name of the house. I am 
pleased to see that John Summerson’s recently published 
guide gives Kenwood as the major title. The guide is 
a good example of Mr. Summerson’s smooth flowing 
prose, is full of interest, and quite lacking in the guide- 
book manner. 
NEW LIGHTING FITTINGS 

Thorn Electrical Industries are among the most pro- 
gressive producers of new ideas in lighting at the 
moment. Last week they presented three completely 
new ranges. The first—Atlas Domino—is a system of 
completely simple back and white plastics ‘bricks’ 
housing fluorescent tubes. These bricks can be arranged 
in a number of different ways to make patterns. They 
can also be turned this way and that so that the black 
part of their make-up can play a part in the pattern 
forming. The second new idea is a system of recessed, 
easy-to-fit, fluorescent troffers (nice word) made to a 
2ft module for incorporation in patent suspended ceil- 
ing systems. The third idea though not entirely new 


is new to this country, and consists of a range of new 


glass shades called Forrest Modern Glassware. These 
are excellent but one cannot help regretting that they 
are made in Germany. All three ranges of fittings were 
designed by John and Sylvia Reid but no British manu- 
facturer could be found who could, or would, make the 
very pretty glass shapes. I saw a number of other good 
ideas at Thorn’s including a single point suspension 
fluorscent fitting for kitchens fitted with a ballast lamp 
at one end and made so that it could be revolved. 
COVENTRY LOOKS AHEAD 

Arthur Ling has not taken long to settle down in his 
new job. With an excellent talk at the A.A.—organised 
by the Students’ Committee—he made it quite clear 
that he has a firm grip of the plan and sees it as a con- 
stantly developing idea. His energies in saving the 
shopping precinct from being bisected by a traffic artery 
and in the resiting of the Civic Theatre with advantage 
to everyone are examples of the speed and foresight 
with which he works. Progress at Coventry is quite 
remarkable and with the cathedral now building every 
architect should, as Graeme Shankland said when pro- 
posing the vote of thanks, visit the city every year for 
the next ten years. Percy Johnson Marshall spoke of 
the early days of the plan before the raid and reminded 
us that by working all night after the raid it was 
possible for the architect’s department to publish the 
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new plan within 48 hours of the destruction of the centre 
of the city. This is said to have impressed the Nazis as 
well it might. 

Quite apart from Arthur Ling’s talk the evening was 
a special occasion as two Russian architects, Karo 
Alabyan and Vyacheslav Shvarikov, and two engineers 
were being entertained by the A.A. Mr. Lubetkin 
worked hard at dinner and afterwards interpreting. 
The two architects had visited the Building Centre and 
the R.I.B.A. earlier in the day. The B.C. is now 
evidently well known at least to Moscow architects for 
all visitors include it in their itinerary and appear to 
know quite a lot about its work when they arrive. 

The A.A. had almost too good a day, including in its 
celebrations a fire in a stationery cupboard. I hear that 
the students had a tremendous time with extinguishers, 
using almost all those available in the building. Indeed 
who would miss such a chance? The result, however, 
was that the fire brigade with breathing apparatus com- 
plete, was denied a hand in the operations until it was 
all over bar the smouldering. 

STREET LIGHTING 

In his talk at the A.A. Arthur Ling had a good deal 
to say about the evils of street lighting. However well 
designed the standards and lanterns, they ruin the 
streets, particularly on the treed approaches to towns. 
Mr. Ling called for more research on the whole question 
and suggested that the R.I.B.A. might lead the way by 
calling a conference. 

This brings me to the point. Why do we have street 
lighting at all? A minimum is, I suppose, required 
for security reasons, but do we need anything brighter? 
Does bright street lighting reduce accidents? At the 
moment the borough engineers throughout the country 
seem to be having it all their own way and are ruining 


many a quite passable street in the process. 
Driving through the City late at night last week | 
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noticed that at least one street had now been fitted with 
vertical fluorescent lanterns fixed to the buildings. I 
have commented adversely on this horrible idea before 
and having now seen the lights in action I can only say 
that my worst fears were realised. They seem to me 
to provide the maximum amount of dazzle with the 
minimum of illumination. It was a narrow street and 
the provision of standards would have been difficult 
but I cannot believe that this solution is the correct one, 
quite apart from its insulting treatment of the archi- 
tecture when seen by day. 

THE GENERAL 

Succeeding that old salt President Westwood at the 
A.A. Gontran Goulden redresses the balance in favour 
of the army. However the burgee will be kept flying 
as Goulden has developed a strong enthusiasm for sail- 
ing and keeps a dinghy on the Thames at Hammer- 
smith. 

I think I am right in saying that if any yachtsman- 
architect with a ship entered for the Royal Ocean 
Racing Club’s race round the Fastnet and offered him 
a berth, he would accept with alacrity. (Casually 
spitting to windward and tugging at my gold earring 
I get back on the beam.) 

Goulden has a very lively interest in all manner of 
things besides sailing and the army. I have listened 
to him on food and drink, women’s clothes, railways, 
veteran Rolls Royces, music, Canterbury, foreigners 
and of course the size of trade literature. He can call 
nearly as many well-known foreign architects by their 
first names as F. R. Yerbury, which is saying a great 
deal, but unlike F.R.Y. was not at the Battle of 
Claridges for the B and K party. 

Goulden has already appeared in a very odd film shot 
in the grounds of the Crystal Palace; he goes on the 
air and appears on the television screen, although not 
as often as he would like or deserves. He has been 
mistaken for Sir David Eccles, is much in demand as a 
speaker, draws and tints his own Christmas cards, which 
I always keep, and write very entertainingly 
(readers may recall his Paris and Scandinavian diaries 
which appeared in this journal some time back). 

In his tiny office at the Building Centre, he sits with 
his back to a dazzling wallpaper chosen expressly to 
hypnotise visitors, glaring across his desk like the first 
Duke of Wellington vis-a-vis a sentry caught napping. 

If he likes you—“How are you my dear sir?”—you 
may be lucky enough to get one of his brilliant imi- 
tations or a delicious bit of gossip (it is advisable to 
have some yourself to pass on to him). 

At the same time it is impossible to be unaware of his 
firm grasp on the functions of the Building Centre and 
ambition for its efficiency. 

However, it is as the new A.A. President that I now 
salute him and wish him and his charming wife a most 
successful year of office. But, sir, for God’s sake speak 
up loud and clear like President Westwood did, we 
want to hear you, asides and all.

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School Building Costs 


Sir David Eccles, Minister of Educa- 
tion, has decided that, in spite of rising 
building costs, he must not, in the pre- 
sent inflationary situation, increase the 
current limits of cost per place in 
school building. This was announced 
today (Saturday, 28th April) in a 
circular to local education authorities. 
By meeting this challenge, authorities 
will save the taxpayer and ratepayer 
about £4,000,000 in respect of the 
1956-57 building programme. 

Two recently announced wage 
awards in the building industry will 
increase the cost of educational build- 
ing by over 3 per cent., according to 
the Ministry index of building costs. 
This increase is one further step in a 
trend which has persisted since 1939. 
School building costs have trebled 
since that year and doubled since 
1945. Since 1949, when limits on the 
cost per school place were first 
announced, the increase has been 
about 53 per cent. without allowing 
for the effect of the new wage in- 
creases. 

In the face of these rising costs, 
local education authorities have done 
well. In 1949, the average cost per 
place was about £200 and £320 for 
primary and secondary schools res- 
pectively. If the increase in costs had 
not been counteracted, schools would 
have been started in receng months at 
a cost of about £306 and £490 per 
place. But the current cost limits are 
£154 for a primary and £264 for a 
secondary school place, and author- 
ities have been able to keep within 
them. This shows the extent of the 
economies made and _ efficiency 
achieved by local authorities in the 
last six years. Since it is generally 
considered that educational standards 
have not suffered, this is a remarkable 
achievement in getting better value of 
money taxpayers and ratepayers’ 
money. 

The Minister is confident that if 
architects and builders bring to their 
task the same imagination, skill and 
energy as in the past they will again be 
able to absorb the increases in costs. 
He realises that authorities may have 
to adjust to a certain degree their 
standards of space, design, construc- 
tion or finish, but, after examining 
carefully the general effect on the 
quality of new schools, he finds no 
evidence to show that the basic stan- 
dards of design and construction need 
be reduced below tolerable levels. He 
does not therefore propose at this 
stage to amend the present Building 
Regulations. 


L.C.C. to Help Boroughs 


At a meeting of the London County 
Council on Tuesday, Ist May, the 
Housing Committee recommended 
that the Council should continue to 
give financial aid to the Borough 
Councils in their housing operations 
and submit recommendations for 
determining the amounts of assistance. 


Until the passing of the recent 
Housing Subsidies Act, the L.C.C. has 
assisted the metropolitan borough 
councils in their housing operations 
by paying half the statutory rate con- 
tribution for each dwelling built by 
a borough council. In addition to 
receiving the State subsidy, the 
Borough Council have thus had to 
pay only half of the statutory rate 
subsidy for each of their flats and 
houses. 

The obligation to make fixed con- 
tributions from the rates in respect 
of new housing accommodation was 
abolished from Ist April, 1956, by 
the Housing Subsidies Act, and the 
Housing Committee have considered 
what grants the L.C.C. should make 
in future towards the cost of housing 
provided by the borough councils. 


Garages for Letting 


Under the Housing Act, 1936, 
metropolitan borough councils can 
provide garages ffor letting to 
their own tenants; but there is no 
statutory power to enable them to 
provide garages for general letting. In 
order to meet an urgent local need 
for garage accommodation a metro- 
politan borough council now wishes 
to erect garages for general letting 
and, at the request of the Metro- 
politan Boroughs’ Standing Joint 
Committee, the General Purposes 
Committee recommended that the 
L.C.C. promote legislation to em- 
power borough councils (and, if so 
desired, the City Corporation) to do 
so. 


Scottish Conference on 


Solid Fuel 


“Solid Fuel in Scottish Homes” will 
be the subject of a one-day conference 
to be held in the McLellan Galleries, 
270 Sauchiehall Street, Glasgow, on 
May 24th. 

The Scottish Committee of the Coal 
Utilisation Council has invited 230 
local authorities in Scotland as weli as 
architects, surveyors, builders and 
coal merchants, to send delegates to 
the conference at which various 
aspects of heating Scottish homes will 
be discussed. 

During the conference Mr. 'W. H. 
Sanders, M.B.E. (of ‘Messrs. Thomas 
McCrea & Sanders), will speak on 
behalf of the Royal Incorporation of 
Architects in Scotland. Mr. Sanders 
will deal with the architectural aspects 
of heating Scottish homes. Mr. R. H. 
Rowse (of Messrs. Smith & Wellstood 
Ltd.) representing the British Iron- 
founders Association will speak on 
the question of appliances available 
for installation in Scotland. Other 
speakers will be Mr. R. W. Parker, 
Chairman of the Scotish Division of 
the National Coal Board, who will 
address the conference on the subject 
of the availability of fuels, and Mr. J. 
Alistair Anderson (of Messrs. A. & G. 
Anderson, C.U.C. Diploma _ coal 
merchants), Chairman of the Scottish 
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Coal Merchants’ Association, who 
will speak on current problems con- 
fronting the Scottish coal distributive 
trade. Mr. J. Stanleigh Turner, Presi- 
dent of the Coal Utilisation Council 
will also address the conference. 

Delegates will be welcomed by the 
Rt. Hon. The Lord Provost of Glas- 
gow, Mr. Andrew Hood, F.E.1S., J.P., 
and the conference will be formally 
opened by the Joint Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State for Scotland, 
Mr. J. Henderson Stewart, M.P. 


Building Productivity 
Committee 


At the instigation of the L.M.B.A., 
and after discussion with Sir Thomas 
Hutton, Director of the British Pro- 
ductivity Council, a building industry 
productivity committee is to be set up 
for the London Region. The commit- 
tee has already had two preliminary 
meetings, and Mr. N. S. Farrow, Vice- 
President of the L.M.B.A., has been 
elected Chairman. The committee 
consists of representatives of the 
R.I.B.A., the R.L.C.S., the Federation 
of Associations of Specialists and 
Sub - Contractors, the Building 
Industry Distributors, the National 
Council of Building Material Pro- 
ducers and the Building Trades 
Operatives, together with representa- 
tives of the L.M.B.A. 

The British Productivity Council is 
represented on this committee, and its 
London Regional Officer and the 
Director of the L.M.B.A. are to act 
as Joint Secretaries. 

The committee will be meeting 
shortly to consider ways and means 
by which it can make the most effec- 
tive contribution to increased produc- 
tivity in the building industry in 
London. 


Builders Warned 


Builders of private houses in West 
Bromwich have been warned by the 
Council’s Town Planning Committee 
that legal proceedings will be taken 
against any who disregard the building 
by-laws. 

This follows the discovery of defects 
on concrete and foundation work for 
private houses. 

The defects found were in work 
carried out by sub-contractors em- 
ployed by the builders. 

“Your committee feels that the 
shortcomings of the sub-contractors 
are the responsibility of the builders 
who engaged them, and that proper 
supervision had not been exercised as 
the faults in the work would have been 
apparent at the time the work was 
being done”, points out the report. 

The committee’s report adds it was 
evident that had the unsatisfactory 
work not been discovered by the 
councils building inspector the un- 
satisfactory construction of the foun- 
dations would have remained hidden. 
The houses would have been bought 
by people believing them to have been 
of sound construction,

Curtains 


The design of a new school at Can- 
terbury came in for criticism and 
approbation—on the ground of cost— 
on April 26. The issue hung on the 
amount spent on curtains. Mr. G. 
Thomas protested to the Minister of 
Education that at the Frank Hooker 
secondary modern school the curtains 
had cost £1,064, of which £979 was 
spent on curtaining the school hall. 
Why, he asked, had this expenditure 
been approved, in view of the Govern- 
ment’s appeal for economy ? 

Sir David Eccles explained that the 
cost of the curtains was high because 
two walls of the assembly hall were 
made of glass, but added that he was 
advised that the cost of two glass walls 
with curtains was less than that of two 
solid walls without curtains. Mr. 
Thomas asked him to ensure that the 
Department's architects and designers 
in future so designed schools that these 
extravagant furnishings were unneces- 
sary. The Minister had aptly described 
this school hall; it was a_ veritable 
glasshouse, much more calculated to 
develop weeds than lusty young plants. 
Sir David Eccles retorted that the 
architects in this case had been very 
clever. They found a method of con- 
struction and furnishing that was 
cheap, and the cost of equipping the 
school hall was well below the aver- 
age. However, he appreciated the 
general point, and proposed soon to 
announce limits on the total cost of 
school furnishings which would give 
guidance to local authorities. 


West End Offices 


The Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government informed Mr. Langford- 
Holt that there would be provision for 
parking 70 cars in the basement of the 
new building to be erected on the site 
of the Holborn Restaurant. Mr. Lang- 
ford-Holt also asked what car storage 
accommodation was to be provided 
as a result of the new building opera- 
tions taking place in Bennett Street, 
between St. James’s Street and Arling- 
ton Street. The Parliamentary Secre- 
tary told him that here the planning 
authority took the view that the site 
was too confined for it to be practic- 
able to provide any such accommoda- 
tion. Mr. Langford-Holt commented 
that it was idiotic, in an office building 
in one of the most congested parts of 
London, to provide the same facilities 
as in Queen Victoria's time. Could the 
decision be altered? The answer to 
this was that the matter was entirely 
within the scope of the local planning 
authority, and the Minister would not 
be justified in revoking the decision. 
(April 24), 


Old People’s Dwellings 


Mr. Sorensen asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government what 
was the average difference in the cost 
of erecting one or _ two-roomed 
bungalows for elderly people and the 
normal council house; and to what ex- 
tent flats were being erected providing 
small flats for elderly couples on the 
ground floor. Mr. Sandys said the 
answer to the first part of the question 
is about £400 and £325 respectively. 
The information asked for in the 
second part was not available. He also 
stated in reply to another question 
that he was looking into the whole 
question of housing accommodation 
fcr old people and would be making 
a statement soon. (April 24). 


Sand and Gravel Production 
Up 


Mr. Gibson asked the Minister of 
Works what was the total production 
of sand and gravel in the years 1953, 
1954, and 1955; and what further steps 
were to be taken arising from the 
Monopolies Commission’s report on 
these products. Mr. Buchan-Hepburn 
stated that the total production of 
sand and gravel in the years 1953, 
1954 and 1955 was 42 million, 44 
million and 48 million cubic yards. 
The Monopolies Commission had in- 
vestigated supply only in central Scot- 
land.

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HIS new factory faces south on to Manor Royal. 
The site has its long sides running north-south 
over which there is a fall of 15ft. The factory assembles 
and produces anti-vibration components for vehicles 
and engine mountings; it is hoped to expand the works 
in the future. With this thought of expansion in mind 
it was logical that the architects should consider build- 
ing the first factory area as a separate building on one 
level and the additions on another level, lower down 
the site. With the minimum length of internal road a 
central core is created which provides access to both 
present and future factories and the central power 
units of the boiler house. 


Design Influences 

It would have been illogical to have built a separate 
store for raw materials in the future extension, so general 
stores were concentrated on the north side and east 
side—the sides of the factory to be extended. This 
decided the direction of production flow and controlled 
the positions of major elements of the plan. Thus 
the full store length flanks both the machine shop and

assembly area with the commencement of machining 
adjacent to the raw material store. From assembly the 
products go through the plating room, inspection and 
are finally despatched. A spare area was located to 
south of the building so that as many of the factory 
production units as possible can be expanded in any 
desired combination. 

[he Crawley Development Corporation required the 
main frontage to be developed at the initial stage and 
office block (which will also be extended in 
breadth and not in length) has been placed on one side 
of the factory building. This enables the factory to

play an important part in the general composition, and 
its elevation is complementary to the office block. 


Factory 

The plan arrangement of three main areas gives two 
column rows in the whole factory width. This made 
it possible to take advantage of a principle of continuity 
of structure in the roof, with resultant economy in steel 
work and costs, by designing a new roof type. The 
structural engineer maintains that this prismoidal steel 
roof has less steel in it, and is therefore cheaper, than a 
shell concrete roof. 

The roof spans a clear 108ft of the central area with 
54ft wide bays in either side and is of prefabricated, 
high duty steel booms in 30ft units and lifted to posi- 
tion where they were bolted or welded. A _ practice 
which may have simplified and speeded erection was 
to have incorporated spiggots and sockets on the ends 


Office block elevation 
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of the tubular booms so they could have been simply 
housed into place and more easily aligned. 

Main glazing to the factory roof faces north and the 
roof covering is corrugated asbestos sheets, purpose 
made to follow the curve. As the insulation value 
of this sheeting was considered inadequate, the under- 
side of the roof was lined with lin thick “Bowater” 
insulation board. The cost of this material is offset by 
the saving in capital costs of a heating plant and its 
running expenses, and internal temperature 
variation. 

Valley gutters are wide enough to give a walk way 
for cleaning the glass and are constructed of prestressed 
concrete units, lined with asphalt, resting on the steel 
structure. All the walls are non structural. as the roof 
is supported on its main steel stanchion portal frame. 

The concrete floor of the factory has a non-slip 
screed and laid in this are the power conduits and 
junction boxes of the electricity supply to the machines 
as well as pipes for compressed air. These points were 
planned in great detail and the position of each machine 
was marked out in white paint on the floor so that when 
the general move from the old factory to the new took 
place, the machines were directly positioned and in 
operation soon after installation. The actual transition 
was planned in stages with the machines being moved 
during four successive week-ends so that at no time 
was the factory output interrupted.

Office Block 
To allow for any alterations in the disposition of any 
of the offices, projecting beams and internal load-bear- 
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ing columns or walls were eliminated by using a 
specially designed pre-stressed, precast concrete floor 
slab spanning between the two outside walls. The floor 
units are supported by an upstanding beam resting on 
brick piers and an in situ 1}in concrete top layer unites 
the 2in tee beams into one monolithic slab. Between 
these beams, which are centred Ift 2in apart, has been 
left a space for running services within the floor depth.

HE Design Centre in the Haymarket was opened on 

Thursday, April 26, by H.R.H. the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. It is primarily a permanent but constantly chang- 
ing layout of well-designed furnishings and equipment for 
interiors of domestic and commercial buildings. On three 
levels, it covers an area of 8,000 ft sq—including a con- 
ference room and Design Review. 

[he present layout has on exhibition 1,020 products 
from 433 firms, but there is a potential of 8,000 products, 
chosen by the Council of Industria! Design for higher 
design standards, which may at some later time be 
displayed. It was therefore the designers’ problem to make 
the interior arrangement of the three areas so flexible that 
at any time large scale exhibitions of one type of product 
could be held without too much rearrangement of the 
more permanent exhibits. 


The fittings had to be subservient to the articles on 
display, easy to erect and dismantle yet eminently suitable 
to the many different shapes and sizes of the exhibits. 
Lighting too could not be rigid in layout but light fittings 
had to be positioned wherever needed. 

The solution is a grid system on a 2ft module. A 
suspended aluminium ceiling, laid out on this grid, is filled 
with inter-changeable coloured “Formica” panels—for 
which can be substituted panels containing display lighting 
fittings of various types, Spot lighting is therefore provided

at will and the general lighting is movable according to 
various layouts. 

Anodized slate grey, aluminium ladder units are fitted 
between floor and ceiling and 12in the 
floor line up with the ceiling grid and allow these units to 
be set up vertically. Partitions, either 2 or 4ft wide, can 
also be erected to divide up the areas and form back- 
grounds to larger exhibits. The “Ladder” units are variable 
in size and are intended mainly for display of smaller 
articles. 

Other fittings include shelves, small panels and show- 
cases which can be fixed either to the vertical partitions 
to the walls.

HE clients, a doctor and his wife, required a 
modern easily-run house which would be adapt- 
able to a growing family. 

The site which they found was narrow, sloping steeply 
up from the road and then levelling off, and situated 
between two large Victorian houses. The site had views 
at the back towards Highpoint flats and over large 
well-kept private gardens on ground falling towards the 
playing fields of Highgate School. 

The house extends across the site from one boundary 
to within five feet of the other—sufficient space being 
left for service entrance to kitchen and access to the 
garden at the rear. The projection of front and back

walls was restricted to the general wall lines of a neigh- 


bouring house. Advantage was taken of the slope of 
the ground to plan a garage at the lower level of the 
entrance drive with the house at the higher level of the 
back garden (10ft above road level), approached by 
direct steps to the trades entrance and by a ramp (for 
prams) curving up to the front door. 

The ground floor is openly planned for spacious effect 
and the first floor contains a dressing room to the master 
bedroom, capable of all-purpose use and easy conver- 
sion into a fourth bedroom if later required. Particular 
emphasis was placed by the clients on easy supervision 
of children at play indoors and out from the kitchen. 

Small windows are provided on the street elevation, 
as the house opens mainly to the rear. A living room 
bay extends into the garden to catch afternoon sun and 
provides a balcony over to the master bedroom, from 
which extensive views are obtainable. 

Construction and Finishes 

Cavity walls, composed of an inner leaf of 4in Broad- 
Acheson block and outer leaf of flettons rendered in 
Stonite, are generally used, with secondhand London 
stocks used fairface on the projecting porch and landing 
wall. Living room bay and tank room were faced in

Western Red Cedar boarding fixed vertically. 

Cills generally are slate and metal windows were used 
throughout. Those to living and master bedroom are set 
in timber sub-frames, with hardwood cills. 

The solid ground floor is finished with Yugoslav 
beech blocks in living room and study; thermoplastic 
tiling in kitchen and cloakroom and quarry tiles to 
entrance hall. First floor is joisted and boarded for close 
carpeting, with cork tiling to bathroom. Garage roof 
is of concrete poured in situ, whilst main roofs consist 
of 2in Stramit board laid on timber joists and covered 
with vermiculite screed to falls; all roofs are water- 
proofed with 3 ply built up bitumen felt, mineral finish 
except that balcony has a tile surface.

Cooking is by gas and a gas connection has been laid 
to the living room.

pattern, provided with under-floor air duct and gives 
convected warm air to master bedroom, dining recess 
and entrance hall.

Contract

Fae exactly a year ago a special number of The 
Architectural Review appeared under the title of 
Outrage. The title was taken from Sir George Stapledon’s 
aphorism . . . (that in this small island to misuse a yard of 
land was ‘an outrage upon posterity’). The object 
of the publication was not to draw but to drag by the 
scruff of its neck attention to that creeping mildew of 
mess and muddle-headed squalor which inch by inch and 
hour by hour is destroying the fabric of our countryside 
towns and the face of our countryside, and is transforming 
mid-century Britain into one vast, mediocre, and sprawling 
suburb. 

If success is to be judged by publicity and newspaper 
cuttings the results of this out-size horror-comic, with its 
illustrations of hoardings and road signs, of abandoned 
camps, vacant lots, beheaded trees and dusty evergreens, 
then it succeeded beyond the wildest dreams of its author, 
lan Nairn, and of the Editors who sent him forth upon 
his melancholy journey. Almost every newspaper in the 
land welcomed it with a leader. Radio and television 
gave it, and indeed still give it, tirme and a sober attention. 
A new word—‘Subtopia’—specially coined by Mr. Nairn 
to describe this mean-and-middle state—passed into the 
language and is now frequently used even without its 
protective inverted commas. Everybody seemed to agree 
that ‘Subtopia’ was intolerable, that something must be 
done to stop it. Inevitably the awkward questions began 
to form in the mind, even if they were not openly asked. 
Why is it that despite the pesitive jungle of planning legis- 
lation, which seems on paper at least to restrict the smallest 
human activity, such things can still happen? What are the 
planning authorities up to? Who is to blame for the mess 
and muddle? Has planning failed? Is ‘Subtopia’ not only 
inevitable but actively preferred—or at least not resented— 
by most people? Since nobody seemed able or willing to 
answer these questions, the heat of public anger cooled. 
Indignation, especially upon a national scale, is always a 
short-lived state of mind. Other crises appear, other 
disasters loom ahead. Last week’s scandal passes like a 
thunderstorm, to become a distant mutter and flicker upon 
the horizon. It may or may not blow up again. Meanwhile 
there’s plenty else to worry about. 

Those of us however more closely concerned—the 
planners and architects, the sociologists, engineers, geo- 
graphers and administrators—cannot be so irresponsible. 
We may breathe a sigh of relief that the spotlight has 
temporarily forsaken us for other victims, but none 
amongst us who is honest can deny that we have rightly 
been shaken up by that most disagreeable of experiences 

-a blow to our self-esteem. 

There are those who will say of course that Outrage 
was a hysterical journalistic stunt, that the photographs 
were faked, or the text unfairly slanted, that it dealt with 
the symptoms, not with the fundamental causes of visual 
disease, that it was a deliberately planned attack upon the

planning profession organized by empire-building archi- 
tects . . . or even that things aren’t anything like so bad as 
all that—that it was valueless because it was so uncon- 
structive. 

Only one of these comments is worthy of reply. 
Outrage, it is perfectly true, was unconstructive, and 
deliberately so. Its object was to stir the public conscience, 
to make its flesh creep and its eyes widen in dismay. 
Such an aim obviously needed ‘shock’ tactics. Sleep- 
walkers can sometimes be coaxed back into safety, but 
often a yank at the elbow is needed to avert disaster .. . 
and in this case ‘disaster’ is surely not too strong a word. 
Let us for a few moments just look around us at the 
environment we have created for ourselves. ‘Look North,’ 
writes Mr. Nairn, ‘look South, you see everywhere the 
services or excreta of Subtopia’ .. . rot in town centres 
dump and sprawl at their edges, nibble and litter and 
spread in between ... a suburban jungle with a few com- 
paratively uninhabited clearings in it ringed with railings 
and car-parks and labelled National Parks .. . and most 
serious of all, Planning everywhere on the defensive and 
usually in retreat. No politician dare use the word 
‘Planning’ in public. Do I exaggerate? A little perhaps. 
But even the most optimistic of us would surely agree 
that something of the creative idealism which inspired all 
of us in the immediate post-war years has seeped away in 
the continual nagging struggle against expediency, delays, 
false tolerance, and timidity. 

What then is to be done? Are we then to admit defeat, 
to quit the field in despair? Surely not, for this means not 
only visual but spiritual disaster. No, the answer surely is 
to counter-attack upon a national scale with all the vigour 
at our command. To do this we must know our ground, 
define our aims, recognize our enemies and friends. First 
let us clear our minds of cant, particularly in allotting 
blame. It is usual for instance to put most of the blame 
for the ugliness of our industrial areas in cities upon the 
industrial revolution; but folly and philistinism are not the 
prerogative of any age, and certainly we have little to be 
proud of ourselves. The age of steam left, it is true, its 
legacy of grime and squalor, but the age of electricity and 
the internal combustion engine has brought its own and 
even more pervasive form of ugliness, and the age of 
nuclear fission and automation will, unless we guard 
against it, no doubt do likewise. Nor is it any good to 
make a scapegoat of such familiar Aunt Sallies as the 
chain stores, the hoarding magnates, the service depart- 
ments and statutory undertakers—guilty as all these—and 
many others—often and undoubtedly are. We are all in 
this together and there’s no point in wasting time in calling 
each other names. In this battle our main enemy is not 
each other but ugliness, which is only another word for 
disorder and therefore for inefficiency. This country can 
afford neither. Let us be frank in admitting weakness and 
failure where they have occurred. Many of us would agree

that planning has failed to justify to public opinion the 
admitted inconveniences of its restrictions by the con- 
spicuous success of its results—either in the creative or the 
protective field. The notable weaknesses on the visual side 
of the existing planning machine, some of which you will 
no doubt wish to dispute, have been tabled for discussion 
in a domestically circulated committee report of the 
R.I.B.A. and are by permission in part quoted here. They 
are not of course the views of the R.I.B.A. 


(a) The Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
originally visualised as constructive in aim, and staffed to 
undertake planning research and the gradual evolution of 
a national plan, has gradually been reduced to the role of 
administering the Planning and Housing Acts. Other 
departments, such as the Board of Trade, and the 
Ministries of Works, Transport, and Fuel and Power, have 
tended to dictate the location of major public and private 
investments such as motorways, steam and atomic power 
stations, oil refineries and other key industries. As a result 
of this loss of status, the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government has ceased to attract architects and planners. 

(b) The Regional Physical Planning machinery, which 
after the war performed most valuable service, both in the 
general field of regional development, and in particular 
cases by informal arbitration and technical advice to the 
smaller planning authorities, has in the general process of 
reducing government staffs been progressively cut, and 
can no longer be said to exist. This has led to such rela- 
tively ‘abstract’ matters as decentralisation, industrial 
distribution and special research being thrust upon local 
planning authorities, many of which are either not large 
or not experienced enough to handle them. 

(c) The Local Planning Authorities have in many cases 
delegated their powers of creative planning and develop- 
ment control to urban and rural councils. In a great 
majority of cases the officers appointed to deal with both 
these aspects, and to advise the Committees upon them, 
are without the appropriate qualifications. 

(d) None of the following activities, whose decisive 
effect on the future of our landscape is apparent, are sub- 
ject to planning control: Agriculture, including all Struc- 
tures connected with it. Public Utilities, including Rail- 
ways, Power Stations, Gas Plants, Atomic energy establish- 
ments, Services Departments, Forestry, Street furniture, 
road design and roadside planting and felling. 

(e) The lack of popular understanding of the purposes 
of town and country planning has been reflected in the 
membership of the typical local planning committees, some 
of which are indifferent and even hostile to the whole con- 
ception of physical planning. 

(f) As a consequence of these factors, combined with 
the low salaries and uncreative work offered to them, 
architects are increasingly reluctant to enter local planning 
offices, with the result that the quality and usefulness of 
aesthetic control are progressively reduced. 

(g) In a typical year, only 29 out of 145 planning 
authorities have made use of advisory panels of architects, 
often in order to give sanction to the rejection of an 
original or unusual design. 

Nor does this conclude the melancholy list of obstacles 
to progress. Out-dated byelaws, rule-of-thumb  regula- 
tions, arbitrary standards, beset the builder of our new 
surroundings on every side and seem to prevent good 
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civic design quite as often as they seem to fail to prevent 
the contrary. Everybody will have his favourite prejudice 

. the over-lavish standards of density, of open space 
and schools as set out in early planning manuals or official 
recommendations . . . the over-generous provision for road 
widths and underground services . . . arbitrary building 
and sight lines . . . and many others. 

Does high density necessarily imply poor living conditions, 
and vice Must services and roads continue to 
determine the pattern of three-dimensional development 
instead of being subservient to it? How many public 
parks are not used as much as they might be because 
their layout is out-dated or unimaginative? Must com- 
paratively high buildings, in contrast to continental 
experience, always be so much more expensive relatively 
than low ones? Does the social success of the neighbour- 
hood concept of the green wedge justify the resulting loss 
of urbanity and civic unity? Will suburban life continue 
for much longer to satisfy mid-century man, Los Angeles 
be the archetype of the mid-century city? (Most of us 
were taught that the houses of the poor imitated the 
houses of the rich .. . that the Baronial semi-detached 
villa in Wembley was a cheaper version of the five- 
bedroom Surrey homestead, which itself in architecture 
and character aped the famous stately homes of the aristo- 
crat. Now that the rich seem apparently to live in two 
places, in tiny metropolitan flats and week-end cottages, 
will not the same habit spread to lower income groups 
and suburban or garden city dwelling become within a 
generation an anachronism?) 

These are questions demanding constant re-examination 
in the light of recent experience and many of them no 
doubt will be fully debated at this conference, and need 
be explored no further in this paper.

Aims and principles 

Let us return to our proper interest. Having cleared 
our minds of cant and our consciences by admitting 
failure where failure has occurred, we must now define 
our aims and set out our principles. Our aims can be 
simply stated. They are first to eradicate or to improve 
upon the mistakes of the past, secondly to stem and 
reverse the advance of Subtopia, and thirdly to recreate 
an environment of which we can all of us be proud. 

Our principles also are three in number : 

(1) We live and will continue to live in a technological 
age. This must be welcomed, not resisted. To deny pro- 
gress is absurd, to obstruct it is suicidal. 

(2) This island is small, industrial and overcrowded. 
There is no room to mess about. We are by tradition a 
maritime nation, and every sailor knows that his comfort 

~and indeed his personal safety—depend upon everything 
being put tidily in its place and thrown away when it is 
no longer wanted. He knows too the value to morale of 
smart appearance. Let this principle aim then in our 
battle of Subtopia be to restore the nautical tradition and 
keep Great Britain as trim and gay as a well-kept boat. 

(3) That while in its widest sense the responsibility for 
this is shared between all of us and at all levels of society, 
it is primarily the responsibility of top management in 
central and local government to give the lead. Clearly it 
must come first from the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. This Ministry, under its various names, has 
not lacked in the past energetic and determined Ministers 
nor men of enthusiasm and industry among its permanent 
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officials. The advance of Subtopia and the administrative 
weaknesses referred to above show that there is no room 
for complacency. Here, collected by my colleagues on 
the Review and myself, are a few suggestions, by the 
adoption of which the central government might assist our 
general aim. 

First let us deal with personnel—those men, expert and 
lay, who will direct and carry out the war against ugliness. 
Most important of these is a H.Q. staff freed from routine 
business. 


The M.O.H.L.G. Bureau 

There should be set up within M.O.H.L.G. a small 
bureau (say, eight or ten qualified persons) whose duty 
it would be to disseminate to local authorities, by means 
of design manuals or bulletins, both standard designs 
for such things as are better standardized, and good 
examples of design and landscape work generally. Some 
such bureau (or Research Group) was in fact working 
in the early days of M.O.T.C.P. under the direction of 
Sir William Holford. A_ similar bureau—called the 
Architectural Development Group—was set up some years 
ago at M.O.E. While never encroaching upon the free- 
dom of local authority, this group has (through its 
Bulletins, Conferences and its two ‘guinea-pig’ schools) 
kept up a steady stream of facts and figures, helpful 
information and good examples. Its Bulletins are the 
‘bible’ of good school architects. Another group worth 
studying might be the Nuffield Hospitals Research 
Team. The M.O.H.L.G. Bureau would no doubt find its 
own lines of development and these analogous groups are 
only mentioned to clarify the idea. Obviously such a 
bureau must be directed and staffed by men of the highest 
quality, who will inspire the genuine respect of their pro- 
fessional colleagues. 

Since good design cannot be achieved by legislation nor 
even by exhortation, much of the work of this M.O.H.L.G. 
Bureau would have to be through publications 
Highway Codes, so to speak—or by good example. The 
Hertfordshire schools, for instance, simply by _ their 
example, have raised our standard of school building to 
the best in the world. Small areas might therefore be 
approached by M.O.H.L.G. and persuaded, with the 
support of all concerned, to become models for the 
country. Such areas should already have some enlightened 
personalities, should not be already ruined beyond hope, 
nor be recognized beauty spots—a typical London borough 
and a medium-sized country town might serve; possibly 
also one of the areas being developed under the County of 
London Plan, such as South Bank, where Subtopia could 
be excluded from the beginning. 


Visual 


Planning Officers 

(a) The powers of the County Planning Officers under 
the Act would seem to be adequate and there are counties 
where they are widely used, although the just use of per- 
missive powers in a democracy must always be a problem. 
To solve this problem needs Planning Officers with the 
highest personal and professional qualifications. The 
implementation of the ‘Schuster Report’ (Report of the 
Committee on the Qualifications of Planners; H.M.S.O., 
1950) would therefore seem to be cardinal to the whole 
issue. 

(b) County Planning Officers might be urged to use 
their powers more fully in such matters as advertising and 
poster hoardings, their representations to the Services and 
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so on. In one county the rural poster hoarding has been 
virtually eliminated; other counties do not seem to care. 

(c) When, under the Act, County Planning Officers 
have delegated their powers to the borough, the boroughs 
seldom take such sound professional advice—in_ the 
examination and approval of plans—as is taken by the 
county itself. Much ‘outrage’ seems to arise from this 
and from some resulting frictions between the county 
and, say, an Urban District. Urban District Councils are 
thus often guilty of ‘outrage’ both positively and 
negatively, since a sub-committee of two or three laymen 
may, without any qualified advice at all, reject or approve 
plans. The building owner is often unwilling to incur the 
expense or delay of an appeal, and the U.D.C. and the 
county are not always prepared to support each other. 
Better qualified professional advice from the boroughs, if 
only consultative, would therefore seem essential. The 
County Planning Officer can insist upon this when dele- 
gating his powers, but the matter seems to go by default 
when the boroughs 
‘trusted’. 

(d) Another possible aid to good planning, which | 
hoped would be welcomed by Planning Officers, would be 
the setting up of a Design Sub-committee of each County 
Planning Committee— a ‘sieve’ through which the design 
and siting of every kind of artifact would pass; such a 
committee would need professional advice; it should also 
include or co-opt persons from the county who are alert 
and sensitive in such matters. The professional advisers 
should be properly paid. The ‘informed amateurs’ should 
get their expenses and subsistence

Flying Squads 

In addition to this regular support the Planning Officer 
should be able to call special help and guidance from Fly- 
ing Design Squads. These, consisting of perhaps no 
more than two or three persons of the highest quality, 
should be organized and chosen by the M.O.H.L.G. 


Bureau, and should visit the area in question to inject 
alternative ideas or thrash out difficult design problems on 
the spot, making if necessary shameless use of their per- 


sonal prestige. Similar responsibilities on matters of 
major national importance are today carried out by the 
Royal Fine Art Commission but they cannot of course 
cope with all the problems aesthetic 


needed.

Watch Committees 

Most important in the fight is the role of the crank, the 
amateur enthusiast, the devoted and loyal member of the 
C.P.R.E. etc. Under no circumstances must they feel that 
their work has been taken over by officials. 

(a) All existing amenity organizations must therefore be 
encouraged to feel they are needed more than ever. 

(b) The setting up of local Watch Committees to keep 
an eye on all visual matters in their areas should every- 
where be fostered, and if possible financially assisted if 
only in a modest way. 

(c) Some new organization, similar in aims and 
enthusiasm to the C.P.R.E., is badly needed to co- 
ordinate the work of these Watch Committees in our towns 
and cities. 

The whole nation is now, beneath the Minister and his 
expert staff, enrolled at all levels. The ordinary citizen 
and countryman through his watch-committees and local 
authority system; the cultured amateur through the Design 
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Sub-committee and Flying Squad; the professional at 
almost every level—it now remains to open fire. 

It would be possible, and perhaps be also advisable, to 
attack at several points at once. For the sake of clarity, 
however, it might be as well to list some of the principal 
zones of conflict and to suggest possible lines of approach. 
They are set out in no particular order, do not pretend to 
be complete, and to all of you here are probably nauseat- 
ingly naive. 


Outrageous 


Raw Materials 
The extractive industries—quarrying and mining 

cannot help making a mess. They can help and be helped 
to clear it up again. The rescuing back of land is not just 
a praiseworthy object, it is an economic necessity. 
Adequate legislation exists, and can, as shown in Lanca- 
shire, be used positively. Restoration and working can 
be planned as part of a single process, tipping co-ordinated 
on a regional basis, the planting of spoil-heaps encouraged. 
Even slag heaps, abandoned workings, need not be eye- 
sores. There is no need to flatten every spoil-heap. In a 
flat dull landscape, when carefully pianted, they can 
become attractive features. Flooded gravel pits can—look 
at the Lidos of Ruislip and Rickmansworth—become 
places of quiet recreation. 


Power 

The distribution of power once gained presents equally 
difficult problems, each one of them needing individual 
judgment. Wires, pylons, and transformer stations must 
all be placed with the utmost care—sometimes they can 
become so conspicuous as to destroy a whole landscape. 
Sometimes they can be deliberately used to emphasize or 
play down a sweep of contour, a stretch of perspective. 
Only the alert and expert eye can decide which is appro- 
priate. Only the rule of thumb solution, the law of 
expediency, are certain to be the false guides. Reservoirs 
can be the loveliest of scenic assets. Too often the 
opportunity is lost. Is total prohibition of access (i.e. 
railings) to avoid pollution always necessary? Cannot the 
natural shore lines be more often followed, the buildings 
be more carefully sited and designed? 


Industry 

Every industry, however splendid its scale or handsome 
its buildings—and some of the best modern architecture 
in this country is to be found among our factories and 
industrial plants—seems to have its backyard dumps and 
tips, broken fencing and scummy ponds, piles of scrap, 
sour and blackened soil. Most of this is remediable or 
at least it can be camouflaged. Water — ‘the supreme 
simplifier’-—to give sparkle and repose, trees to soften and 
conceal, paint and limewash to emphasize this or to 
play down that, are all tools waiting—without too much 
expenditure—to be used. 


Towns and cities 

Finally we come to the towns and cities. (How typical 
of our state in planning that we usually call these, our 
victims, Built-up Areas and not by their proper names!) 
It would be impertinent and naive of me to try and con- 
tribute anything useful or new to the mountains of 
material, written or spoken, upon this overworked sub- 


ject. All that can be done is to set up once again the old 
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signposts—many of them now neglected and indecipher- 
able from age—and remind ourselves of a few general 
principles. The problem before all townplanners is the 
same as ever it was: How to give the effect of space while 
economizing in space; how to achieve a compact urban 
form without congestion either actual or visual; how to 
weld the ideas of many architects into a coherent whole 
without stifling originality or imposing uniformity; how 
to marry the new and old so that the qualities of each 
enhance the other—in other words the art of what has 
come to be called “Townscape’. For those to whom the 
word is unfamiliar, may I give Mr. Cullen’s definition? 
one building is architecture, two buildings are townscape. 
As a design theory it is derived from the Picturesque plan- 
ning of the landowners and gardeners of the 18th century. 
It is the art of visual relationships, the conscious art of 
developing the character of a given place rather than 
imposing a character upon it. To restate here its principles 
and elements would take to long and in any case would 
be treading over worn, not to say well-trampled, ground; 
but let us remind ourselves that—distressing as it may be 
to an architect to have to admit it—good architecture is 
not the most important thing about a good town. What 
matters about a good town is what it feels, looks and 
smells like. It must have a centre and an edge. It must 
retain its personality—for the defence of the individuality 
of places, it has been said, is the defence of the individu- 
ality of ourselves. 

All these are qualities which at first sight seem to be 
beyond the power of any person or group of persons to 
guide or to control. Yet surely this is exactly the aim of 
all planning. With enthusiasm at the top, and clear aims 
supported at all levels, both expert and lay, it seems diffi- 
cult to believe that once our interest has been aroused, 
Subtopia cannot be defeated. If we do fail, then, we are 
one more step nearer what Renan has called ‘a mean 
society condemned to irremediable mediocrity’. It in much 
quoted and most remarkable article recently published in 
The Times Literary Supplement the author warned us how 
many steps we have already to our great danger gone along 
this road . . . chronic inflation, declining standards of law 
and order, of value of money and social obligation—mean 
that the hope of the individual in the future of the State 
declines too. The birthrate falls, the urban gives way to 
the suburban, a quietism towards the course of events 
grows more widespread, successive Governments lurch 
from one expedient to another. America, Russia, China, 
India and Western Germany all have different political 
systems but all, he writes, are ‘dynamic’ soceities. Britain, 
France, Spain are ‘static’. ‘We stand pat and stay put’, 
comforting ourselves for the increasing lag in our material 
standards since 1890. compared with those in America, by 
claiming that ‘material growth does not matter if moral 
stature (undefined) grows, and at the same time deceiving 
ourselves into the belief that the material good life can be 
achieved without the Russian or American cost in rewards, 
thrift and organisation’. 

In the end there is no escape from value judgment. If 
you want a certain sort of society, you must pay a certain 
sort of price for it. This question has never been faced 
by the British people. In politics and economics we have 
yet to face this question and it may be some time before 
we have the courage to do so. So far as planning our 
environment is concerned there is no reason why we 
should not face it now. 
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HE hotel is being built for the Jordan Hotels and 
Tourism Company and will cater for tourists and 
pilgrims to the Holy Places and the Dead Sea.

Design and Construction 
The effect of differential setthkements has been mini- 
me mised by planning the hotel in three, independently 
constructed, blocks. The main block housing lounge and 
bedrooms; the Casino block, and a two-storey link 
between them which contains kitchens, bars, cloakrooms 


—y) = and lavatories. 


Main Block 

The foundation of this unit is a hollow raft formed 
by cross beams on an oversite concrete slab and these 
rT beams are in turn covered by a lighter, reinforced con- 

crete floor slab. Longitudinal retaining walls are also 
beams and reduce settlement along the length of the 
building. There are two lines of columns laid out to a 
6.4 metre by 4 metre grid system with beams in one 
direction only. 

On upper floor levels, slabs are supported on longi- 
tudinal beams spanning across the building, the full 
width of a bedroom and bathroom unit and cantilevered 
two metres on either side to form corridors and bal- 
conies. These floor slabs are solid concrete. They are 
reversed at ground floor level to permit the larger 
cantilever required by the balcony. Load bearing, 
reinforced concrete cross walls are used to enclose stair- 
cases and to brace the building. 

By providing a semi-basement and a hollow raft the 
STRUCTURAL SECTION net increase in pressure on the ground, after deducting 

the weight of excavation is reduced to }ton per foot 
square. This hollow raft is used as a crawlway for 
services and also for lift pits. Vertical faces of all sub- 
BALCONY ground concrete will be treated with a sealer and three 
coats of bituminous emulsion. 



































Casino 

The inner columns of this block are carried on 
individual slab bases and the outer columns, between 
centrally pivoted windows, are on a continuous ring 
beam.

The construction of this is ordinary beam and slab 
similar to the casino, on a continuous strip foundation.

Finishes 

Since the building is sited in the desert between 
mountain ranges, the main structure will be left exposed 
with a surface texture of planned shutter marks. The 
reinforced concrete frame will generally be infilled with 
random rubble walling, wrought iron and glass. Local 
materials will also be used; such as polished lime stone, 
marble, black bituminous limestone and ceramic tiles 
manufactured in Jerusalem. Most of the floors will be 
surfaced with terrazzo made up of a local marble 
aggregate. 

All the windows will be wood, and bedrooms will be 
cooled by remote controlled, individual air conditioning 
units. The public rooms wili be conditioned by a series 
BEDROOM UNIT of units connected to a central plant in the basement.

LEGAL COMMENTARY 
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“*Let The Buyer Beware’’

N the past when a man bought 
something which he could inspect 
and examine the common law laid 
upon him the burden of ascertaining 
whether the article was in a sound 
and suitable condition. In this way, 
unless the seller had been fraudulent, 
and fraud was always the importart 
exception in English law, the buyer 
could not complain that he had been 
sold a pig in a poke. Caveat emptor, 
let the buyer beware, was the golden 
rule. But if this rule was sound 
practice in times past it is not always 
convenient in the modern world, and 
new exceptions have been made from 
time to time. One of the most 
important exceptions is that provided 
by the Sale of Goods Act, 1893. That 
Act provides that where a man sells 
goods which he ordinarily supplies, or 
where the buyer makes it clear he is 
relying on the seller’s skill or judg- 
ment, then there is to be implied a 
condition in the contract of sale that 
the goods will be reasonably fit for 
the purchaser’s purpose. However, 
despite exceptions of this kind, the 
maxim, caveat emptor, still applies to 
many transactions including some of 
those concerned with land and houses. 
Lord Evershed said recently: 

“The law of England has been for 
many generations well settled that 
prima facie upon a contract for sale 
of a piece of land with a house on it, 
and similarly upon a contract for the 
demise of land with a house on it, 
there is no warranty as to the habit- 
ability of the house .... The rule 
is, or has sometimes been said to be, a 
hard one for the purchaser or lessee 
who has to console himself with the 
Latin maxim caveat emptor.” 

Yet the purchaser must, clearly, be 
able to see the thing he is buying and, 
therefore, if that thing does not yet 
exist it would seem to be sense that 
the transaction must be viewed differ- 
ently: 


“There is obviously a difference 
in kind between a contract for the 
sale of a house which is an existing 
and complete structure and a con- 
tract for the sale of an uncompleted 
house which has yet to be com- 
pleted by the vendor. In_ the 
former case, quite clearly there is 
no implied undertaking by the 
vendor as to the fitness of the house 
or its condition. In such circum- 
stances, the maxim caveat emptor 
clearly applies to the full when the 
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purchaser inspects the house by 
himself, or by his surveyor, and 
makes up his mind as to its condi- 
tion and fitness for occupation. 
The other type of house, a house 
only partly erected, or to be com- 
pleted, is different in two respects. 
In the first place the maxim caveat 
emptor cannot apply, and the buyer, 
in so far as the house is not com- 
pleted, cannot inspect it either by 
himself, or by his surveyor, and, in 
the second place, from the point of 
view of the vendor, the contract is 
not merely a contract to sell, but 
also a contract to do building work, 
and, in so far as it is a contract to 
do building work it is only natural 
and proper that there should be an 
implied undertaking that the build- 
ing work should be done properly.” 
This problem it will be remembered 
was discussed last year in the case of 
Jennings v. Taverner (A.&B.N. 8.9.55) 
which it was reiterated that on a sale 
of a house in course of construction 
there is an implied warranty. That 
warranty is that the house would be 
fit for habitation and would be com- 
pleted in a workmanlike manner, and 
the warranty extends to the provi- 
sion of proper foundations which 
will not settle. Recently these matters 
were raised again in a rather more 
difficult case. 


Building a house 

In the case of Lynch v. Thorne the 
purchaser agreed to buy from a 
builder a plot of land with a partially 
erected house on it. The builder 
undertook in the contract of sale to 
complete the house in accordance 
with plans and specifications which 
were attached to the contract. The 
specification provided that the walls 
of the house were to be nine-inch 
solid brick walls. In due course the 
house was completed, and the pur- 
chaser took possession. The house 
had been built in an exposed position 
and it soon appeared that the nine- 
inch wall on the south side of the 
house was insufficient to prevent 
serious damp penetration. The pur- 
chaser claimed that it had been an 
implied term of the sale that the house 
should be reasonably fit for human 
habitation and he held that the house 
was not fit. The builder replied that 
he had built the house exactly as 
agreed. The Court of Appeal were, 
therefore, faced with a conflict. Where 
there may be an implied term at 


variance with an express term (in this 
case to build to the specification) 
which is to prevail? The Court 
answered that it was well settled that 
an implied term must “always yield to 
the express letter of the bargain.” In 
this instance: 

“The contract having provided that 

the house should be built in a 

particular way by the use of par- 

ticular materials of particular 
characteristics, the builder precisely 
and exactly complied with his 
obligation. And he is found to have 
shown through his servants a high 
standard of workmanship. Prima 

facie that finding seems to me... . 

necessarily to exclude the operation 

of any implied contract.” 

The purchaser relied also upon a 
second contention. He pointed out 
that he was not a builder and was 
“no expert in the mysteries of archi- 
tecture and house building” and that 
he relied on the skill and judgment of 
the builder from whom he was buying 
the house. Lord Evershed, discussing 
this argument, said: 

“Of course, if a skilled person 
promises to do a job, that is, to 
produce a particular thing, whether 
a house or a motor-car or a piece of 
machinery, and he makes no pro- 
vision as a matter of bargain as to 
the precise structure or article, he 
will create, then it may well be that 
the buyer of the structure or article 
relies upon the judgment and skill 
of the other party to produce that 
which he says he will produce .. . 
On the other hand, if two parties 
elect to make a bargain which 
specifies in precise detail what one 
of them will do, then, in the absence 
of some other express provision, it 
would appear to me to follow that 
the bargain is that which they have 
made; and so long as the party 
doing the work does that which he 
has contracted to do, that is the 
extent of his obligation. 

The Court expressed some sym- 
pathy with the purchaser but pointed 
out that: 

“A grown adult man is presumably 

capable of taking competent skilled 

advice if he wants to; and if he 

elects not to do so but to make a 

bargain in precise terms with some- 

one else, then, though no doubt he 
does rely upon the skill of the other 
party in a sense, he only does so in 
the sense that he assumes that the 
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other party, as was the fact in this 

case, will do the job he _ has 

promised to do competently .. .” 
The Court accordingly gave judgment 
for the builder. 


A Question of Fraud 


Fraud, it will be recalled, may well 
be an answer to the plea of caveat 
emptor; more, because fraud has long 
occupied a special place in English 
law, and often constitutes an excep- 
tion to otherwise rigid rules. This 
consideration was the subject of a 
recent judicial decision of unusual 
interest. In the case of Lazarus 
Estates Limited v. Beasley a tenant 
had been served with a notice of 
increase of rent under the Housing 
Repairs and Rent Act, 1954. This 
notice was accompanied by a declara- 
tion which stated that repairs to the 
value of £566 had been carried out 
in the qualifying period. The tenant 
on whom the notice was served did 
not challenge the notice within the 28 
days allotted for this purpose by the 
second schedule to the Act. When 
the landlords sued the tenant for 
arrears of rent it was then alleged that 
the declaration was fraudulent since 
some £300 worth of the £566 works 
had not been carried out. The ques- 
tion which the Court of Appeal were 
asked to decide was a short one: 

“We are in this case concerned 

only with this point: Can the 


declaration be challenged on the 
ground that it was false and fraudu- 


It can clearly be challenged 
in the criminal courts. The land- 
lord can be taken before the 
Magistrate and fined £30 . . . or he 
can be prosecuted on indictment, 
and (if he is an individual) sent to 
prison . . . But the landlord argued 
before us that the declaration can- 
not be challenged in the civil 
courts at all even though it was 
false and fraudulent; and that the 
landlords can recover and keep the 
increased rent even though it was 
obtained by fraud. If this argu- 
ment is correct the landlords would 
profit greatly from their fraud. The 
increase in rent would pay the fine 
many times over. I cannot accede 
to this argument for a moment. No 
court in this land will allow a 
person to keep an advantage which 
he has obtained by fraud. No 
judgment of a Court, no order of a 
Minister, can be allowed to stand if 
it has been obtained by fraud. 
Fraud unravels everything, the 
Court is careful not to find fraud 
unless it is distinctly pleaded and 
proved; but once it is proved, it 
vitiates judgments, contracts and 
all transactions whatsoever . . .” 

The Court decided by a majority

that the defence of fraud could be 
raised notwithstanding the fact that 
the allotted 28 days had clapsed and 
the notice had not been challenged. 


Sale of Subsidised Houses 

It is not only in the realm of 
Repairs and Rents that Government 
Housing policy has been exercised in 
recent years. Subsidies have been 
given to stimulate the building of 
certain types of houses, and efforts 
also have been made to prevent 
houses built under a subsidy from 
being sold except by official consent. 
This latter restriction formed the sub- 
ject matter of Glasgow Corporation v. 
Western Heritable Investment Co. 
Ltd. In that case a firm of private 
builders applied to Glasgow Corpora- 
tion for financial assistance in the 
building of some 6,000 cottage flats. 
It was however a condition of the 
grant of an annual subsidy that the 
houses should comply with four of 
the five conditions set out in Section 
3 (2) of the Housing (Financial Pro- 
visions) Act, 1924. The relevant con- 
dition in this instance was “(c) that 
no house shall be sold or . . . other- 
wise disposed of except with the con- 
sent of the Minister . . .” (in the case 
of Scotland the Secretary of State is 
the relevant authority). The houses 
were duly built and for some years the 
builder received the appropriate sub- 
sidy. The builders then contended 
that to relet houses as they fell vacant 
had become uneconomic. They 
accordingly asked the Secretary of 
State to consent to a sale of the 
houses but he did not consent. The 
builders then claimed in the courts 
that they were entitled to sell the 
houses without the consent of either 
the Secretary of State or the local 
authority, but subject to the power of 
the latter to discontinue payment of 
the subsidy in respect of any houses 
sold. 

The House of Lords noted that a 
statement was issued by the local 
authority and accepted by the builders 
when applying for a grant. This 
statement required that the builders 
should comply with the 1924 statutory 
condition and then also provided: 

““(b) Persons or other bodies erect- 
ing houses eligible for annual subsidy 
will be required to enter into an agree- 
ment with the corporation under- 
taking—(i) to comply with the special 
statutory conditions above detailed; 
and (ii) to produce to the authorised 
agents of the corporation for inspec- 
tion when required the rent books, 
tenancy agreements, and such docu- 
ments or other evidence as may be 
required to enable the corporation to 
satisfy themselves that the special con- 
ditions of the subsidy are being 
complied with.” 
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The House found unanimously for 
the builder. Lord Keith of Avon- 
holm referring to the statement just 
quoted remarked: 

“IT have come to the view that the 
proper construction to put upon 
these clauses is that observance of 
these special conditions is necessary 
only in order to earn the subsidy. 
This seems to me also to fit in with 
the general purpose and intent of 
the statutes. If the building of 
small dwelling-houses had been an 
economic proposition, there would 
have been no need to encourage 
their building, by proffering a 
subsidy. If the builder now finds 
that it is no longer an economic 
proposition to continue to accept a 
subsidy, there would seem to be 
no reason why he should not now 
forego it. The provision’ of 
dwelling-houses will not thereby be 
prejudiced. Once the houses were 
built (and it was not until they 
were built that subsidy became pay- 
able) it was improbable that they 
would be used for any other pur- 
pose. The population so far as the 
houses went, would be housed, 
whether the houses were let or sold. 
If a builder chooses to sell a house 
without consent, he will forfeit the 
subsidy for that house. I can find 
nothing in the agreement that com- 
pels me to the view that he cannot 
do so, and it would seem to me an 
unreasonable construction to hold 
that once he has accepted a subsidy 
he is restricted for all time in his 
freedom to deal with his own 
property.” 


Dangers to children 


Public authorities interested in 
housing are also interested in facilities 
associated with housing. One of the 
most important of the facilities to be 
found on most modern housing estates 
is that of a recreation ground and 
especially the provision of special 
arrangements for children therein. 
But when local authorities provide 
recreation grounds they open them- 
selves to the dangers of legal actions. 
Indeed, local authorities in some parts 
of the country have become anxious 
about their duties to children using 
these grounds. The words of the 
judgments of the Court of Appeal in 
Dyer v. Ilfracombe U.D.C. are of 
interest in this connection. Lord 
Justice Parker gave a useful resumé 
of the legal position which arises 
when persons particularly children 
enter on the land of another: 

“ The duty of an occupier of land 
to a licensee applies equally to 
children as to adults, and the 
occupier will not be liable for the 
consequences of dangers, in the case 
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Beware

of adults, obvious to the adults, and 
in the case of children, obvious to 
the children. But the scope of the 
duty in the case of children is 
wider because what may not be an 
unusual danger or trap to an adult 
may be one to a child. And, again, 
a warning of the danger in question 
may be insufficient if the child were 
too young to take advantage of the 
warning. But this wider duty exists 
only where there is something on 
the premises, or in the present case 
in the implement provided, which 
amounts to a hidden danger or 
trap, or where the impliment, is an 
allurement in the sense in which 
that word is used. Quite clearly, 
this implement—this chute—was an 
allurement in the sense that it was 
attractive to children and indeed 
was there for the use of children. 

But the fact that a child using it 

might injure itself does not make it 

an allurement in the sense in which 
that word is used. A child may 
hurt itself on anything.” 

The Lord Justice went on to 
indicate that the prover test of an 
allurement was to ascertain whether 
the thing in question “was inherently 
dangerous.” In the case in question 
a boy of four and a half years old fell 
from the platform of a chute in a 
public recreation ground. The chute 
was well constructed, properly main- 
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tained and had adequate hand-rails. 
The fall of the child, who was unac- 
companied by an adult, was unex- 
plained. Bearing the provisions of the 
land in mind what, in such circum- 
stances is the duty of the local 
authority? Lord Justice Singleton 
answered the question in this way: 

“More and more as the years go 
on local authorities are encouraged 
to extend recreational facilities and 
amenities, and they do so. It is in 
the interests of the people. In the 
ordinary case of a small recreation 
ground such as this it is not their 
duty to provide a grounds-man or 
keeper. If they did, they would have 
to provide two or three in summer 
for daylight lasts a long time. Nor 
do I think it is their duty to put up 
notices: ‘Children under five’-—or 
whatever the age may be—‘not per- 
mitted upon the chutes and 
swings. If they did so children 
would not take much notice, and if 
an accident happened it would be 
said: ‘What is the good of their 
putting up notices unless you see 
that they are observed?’ Nor is it 
the duty of local authorities to 
provide nurses for young children 
who go to recreation grounds. The 
parents of young children still have 
some responsibility. 

“There was no trap. There was no 
concealed danger. There was noth- 
ing which was not obvious to a 
child four and a half years old.” 


There will, no doubt, be many 
officers and members of local auth- 
orities who will read this case with 
both interest and relief. 


Householders’ Complaint 


Relief was what a householder in 
the Wantage District sought recently, 
largely it would seem on the ground 
of good neighbourliness. Although 
this principle is nowadays much 
talked of in town and country plan- 
ning circles it is rarely reduced to very 
practical terms. In law the principle 
avails little unless a case can be 
brought within the ambit of nuisance; 
many have tried to bring their com- 
plaint within these bounds. One such 
hopeful litigant recently attempted to 
persuade the court that a neighbour- 
ing cockerel was a nuisance. The 
offending bird lived in a barn some 
eight yards from the Plaintiff's win- 
dow, and it was said that while the 
cockerel was not “unusually noisy” it 
persistently disturbed the sleep of the 
Plaintiff and his wife. The Court 
decided that the Defendant's use of 
his property was one normal in the 
locality, and that a reasonable person 
would become accustomed tothe 
noise so that his sleep would not be 
disturbed. This doubtless suggests an 
entertaining conception of a “reason- 
able man” but clearly any prospective 
house-purchaser if sensitive in these 
matters must once again remember 
“Let the buyer beware”.

A.B.C.: 
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Abridged Building Classification 
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for Architects. 


Builders and Civil Engineers 


This publication is the second 
edition of a selection from _ the 
Universal Decimal Classification 


which has been made by the Inter- 
national Building Classification Com- 
mittee. It is published for the Section 
Documentation (? Documentation 
Section in English) of the Inter- 
national Council for Building 
Research, Studies and Documenta- 
tion, by Bouwcentrum, Rotterdam. 
Copies may be seen at the Ministry 
of Works Libraries in London and in 
the Regions and may be ordered 
through B.S.1., 2, Park Street, London, 
W.1, price 23/6d. 

The classification consists of a 
schedule of numbers selected from 
the Universal Decimal Classification as 
being specially applicable to archi- 
tecture, building and civil engineer- 
ing. The schedule has been developed 
by the International Building Classi- 
fication Committee, over a period of 
five years, from the Ministry of 
Works’ Library abridged schedule. 
Fifteen countries are represented on 
the Committee by some 20 members 
who seem to be composed almost 
wholly of those who are primarily 
concerned with documentation rather 
than with building. The two British 
representatives on the Committee are 
Mr. Agard-Evans, the Librarian of 
the Ministry of Works, and Mr. G. 
A. Lloyd who is responsible for the 
B.S.I.’s work on U.D.C. 

The specialised libraries associated 
with building will, it is certain, find 
this abridgment of the full classifica- 
tion an extremely valuable aid to their 
work if they use U.D.C. but I fear 
that its general use will be very 


limited in this country, even if it is 
used by the libraries of the Ministry 
of Works, the R.I.B.A., the Institution 
of Civil Engineers and Institution of 
Electrical Engineers.

The book, which comprises some 
70 pages, is very well produced in a 
Continental way. About half the 
pages comprise an alphabetical index 
which is probably the most valuable 
part as few will know the references 
to be allocated to any particular sub- 
ject. The same material is being 
issued in a uniform typographic lay- 
out in some 10 languages. It is 
printed in Copenhagen and Stock- 
holm and bound in Rotterdam. The 
Danish and Swedish Building Re- 
search Institutes are providing 
financial assistance. 

It is suggested that this abridged 
classification, while in accord with 
the U.D.C., is in a handy form for 
use in architects and builders offices 
for filing information and therefore 


rules for the use of this A.B.C. are 
included in the publication. It is 
felt that all its authors must be 


librarians and research workers who 
have only limited knowledge of the 
inside of architects’ and builders’ 
offices, at least in this country, as the 
material kept in these places is not 
usually filed in ways to which the 
U.D.C. classification is readily applic- 
able and further it seems from this 
abridgment that U.D.C. has not allo- 
cated references for all the necessary 
sub-division as architects and builders, 
if they use such a classification, would 
need additional break downs of the 
grouping so as to keep, for example, 
drain pipes in clayware separate from 
those in cast-iron, pitch fibre or con- 
crete as all appear to have the same 
reference 691.432. The rules to pro- 
vide sub-divisions exist but if the 
system is to be used the references 
must appear in the subject index or 
there will be a lack of consistency. 
Examination of the subject index 
raises many queries from an archi- 
tects’ office view point. One wonders. 
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stand was designed by Edward D. Mills & Partners. 


for example, why the conversion of 
an historic building, 70.025.23, needs 
to be filed differently from the con- 
version of any other building, and 
incidentally how does one decide 
when a building becomes historic? 
Similarly ‘cranes, engineering’ 621.873 
has to change its file when it moves 
on to a site as ‘crane, on site’ are 
filed under 069.057.7. Again decora- 
tion ‘domestic’ is filed as 645 but if 
‘interior’ it is 747. One wonders why 
‘naval engineering’ needs inclusion at 
all in a classification for architects, 
builders and civil engineers. Like- 
wise it may be difficult to decide that 
something is a ‘toilet article’ or a 
‘sanitary fittings’ as the one would 
seem to be related to building and 
the other to the cosmetic industry. It 
seems doubtful also that architects or 
builders will expect to find holiday 
camps and town planning in the same 
file. 

The foregoing instances seem to 
show that the system is much too 
complicated for use by ordinary filing 
clerks in offices and that someone 
with practical experience of filing for 
architects and builders’ offices should 
be sought to provide the experience 
that ‘may show the need for modifi- 
cations’ mentioned in the introduc- 
tion if it is to be used outside libraries 
in charge of trained librarians, as 
librarians and those similarly minded 
seem to have such a_ different 
approach to these matters than those 
who actually work in the building 
industry. 

The substitution of some of the 
members of the Committee by others 
who see the problems from the archi- 
tect and builder users side would 
assist in makjng the references more 
useful to their fellow practitioners if 
it is intended that these should use the 
system,
